Quebec Students 
To See Duplessis 

Representatives of the five Que- 
bec universities will meet with 
Premier Duplessis in Quebec City 
on Thursday. 

They will present him with a 
brief, sponsored by the Quebec re- 
gion of the National Federation of 
Canadian University Students. 
The brief asks for aid from the 
Provincial government to reduce 
the cost of university education to 
Quebec students. 

Regional Decision 
A regional meeting of NFCUS 
was held at McGill on Saturday, 
October 2, and it was decided to 
proceed with action on the brief, 
which was prepared at the end of 
last year. 

Also discussed at the regional 
meeting was the proposed agenda 
for the Annual Conference, being 
held later this month in Toronto. 
Tn Ito Discussed 
Tony Enriquez, National Presi- 
dent of NFCUS, gave a brief sum- 
mary of the motions to be discuss- 
ed nt the Conference. It is propos- 
ed that NFCUS increase its cul- 
tural activities, continue its ef- 
forts to reduce the costs of educa- 
tion, and concentrate on some 
specific project, such as a National 
Seminar. 

Concentration Urgod

veral delegates voiced the opinion 
that unless NFCUS could' concen- 
trate on one or two activities that 
would attract vigorous student 
support, the organization would 
never succeed.

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SUMMER LITERATURE 



Piles, literally piles, of useless literature of oil 
descriptions find their way into the "Incoming 
Moil" box on the desk of an editor of a student 
newspoper. 

During the rush of the printing season, when 
the editors hove more important things to do, 
most of it is slipped unread into the all-important 
wostebosket which stonds nearby; but during the 
summer, when the flow of moil is low, there is 
time to sit bock, open on envelope bearing such 
a. letterhead as "The Word Of God," "The Crime 
Oi Copitolism," or "Death Wrapped in Cello- 
phane," sit bock, read the contents slowly, and 
fully savour their inanity. 

The contents of these letters consist of printed 
circulars, written by bigots possesed of enough 
money to hire a press and buy some pbstoge 
stamps in the hope that college and other news- 
papers will pass on their bigotry to other readers. 

It is hard to decide whether the writers of 
. this moteriol ore demented, misguided, or merely 
held in grip of a God complex; but certainly the 
results- of their efforts moke most entertaining 
reading. 

"Death Wrapped In Cellophane" is one of the 
liveliest works of literature to cross the Doily Of- 
. fice this summer. Originating in Santa Ysabel, 
California, it is designed to further the cause 
summed up in the following motto : 

"The prostitute who sells her body to gratify 
"the lusts of men is not half so debassed as the 
othletes and the stars of radio, screen and tele- 
vision who sell their, names to tobacco companies 
to lure the youth of America into the deadly habit 
of smoking !" 

One is tempted to quote all four pages of this 
pamphlet, or "Crusode-O-Grom" as its authors 
call it; but we will content ourselves with some 
brief excerpts from the paragraphs headed "Girls 
And Women Of America Must Be Warned !" 

"Now it was too late ! Her baby loy dead, and 
her mental anguish knew no bounds. She was 
faced with the stork, naked truth that she hod 
murdered her own infant son ! Too lote she reol- 
• ized she had been lured by the viscious lies of 
the tobacco companies. Too late she realized that 
tobacco actually is a deadly poison able and reody 

to kill her own bdby. , . u 

"Now in mental torture because of whot she 
hod done, she cursed the day she ever took her 



first smoke. BUT TEARS CANT BRING HER 
BABY BACK !" 

■ A baby bom of a smoking mother is always 
harmed, according to the pamphlet. Statlrig that 
every farmer gives his cattle ond hogs the best of 
core when they ore about to bear young, it ends 
with the plea: "Do human mothers rate less care- 
ful attention than 0 pregnant sow?" 

The crackpot brigade has supporters of capi- 
talism ond onti-copitalism. 

One of the latter group sends out a regular 
"Action Educational Release" pamphlet bearing 
the startling headline "Jesus Wept." This pam- 
phlet contains "Startling Facts" showing the 
"Never- Eending Shame" of capitalism, demon- 
strating its tenets with misleading statistics that 
ore not "dry," but are "watered by the tears" of 
the oppressed. 

A pro-capitalist sensotion pamphlet is pub- 
lished in Ottawa under the title of "The Out- 
look" by a gentlemon who odvertises himself as 
"Responsible Enterprise.* 

This little gem holds that Quebec's "Padlock 
Law" is 0 most effective instrument, in both expo- 
sing and ending subversive activities, so enough 
said about it. 

Even religion hos its go in thè newspaper pam- 
phleteering trade. The Doily recently received o 
lorge sheet heoded "Press-Radio Bible. Service, 
Inc. — Christ For All, Christ For Christ -r Our 
Pulpit Tlie Newspoper, Our Parish The World." 

The stoted object of this outfit is to 
provide without cost to oil Doily newspapers 
throughout the world a helpful ond inspiring 
thought from the word of God that will provide 
comfort and courage, etc., etc. 

There follows on impressive list of bible quo- 
tations, one for eoch day from July 1 to Dec. 31. 

Adopting the motto "Go Forward ! Nothing is 
Impossible," Press-Radio Bible Service tells us 
that there ore those who would hove us go bock- 
word abandon eternal hope, the old moralities, the 
old integrity, the old liberty; but "we shall do 
none of these things so long os our people are 
saturated with the teachings of that book which 
created our civilization and established our in- 
comparable power." , . r. 

They close with the words "We ore glad for 
any suggestions or criticism."' " 
Believe us, vve were tempted.

EXTEND VARIETY'^ 

"One of my major hopes has 
been to extend the variety of 
plants on the campus", the Garden- 
master notes. The main avenue is 
to. be kept as stately elms and 
maples- — a tradition —'but, else- 
where on the campus, trees that 
die will be replaced 'by "other more 
desirable species". New trees are 
often "class trees", presented by a 
graduating class in consultation 
wiUi the University. Trees and 
shrubs will continue to predomi- 
nate on the campus landscape; 
they retain their attractiveness 
through the periods when fall and 
spring classes are in session and 
they cost a minimum to maintain. 
Gradual addition to the list of 
interesting species of woody plants 
at McGill is the plan for years to 
come. 

SCOPE LIMITED 

Evergreens lend beauty to Mc- 
Gill's Macdonald campus but do 
not tihrive amid the smoke .and 
dmï of city air. Hedges and flower 
gardens would enhance campus 
attractiveness in summer months 
but would be unlikely to stand up 
to snow removal methods.
